House Divided Against Itself 


The question whether the men arrested 
In Mississippi in connection with the slay­ 
ing of three civil rights workers are guilty 
is of no immediate concern to them and 
m any of their fellow Mississippians. 
They have been freed of the charges 
tai a fast shuffle of legality. 
Later, in a federal grand jiffy com­ 
prised of fellow Mississippians proves 
equally reluctant to get at the truth of 
last sum m er's civil rights murders, the 
suspects stand every good prospect of 
going free. 
The question of their complicity in a 
crim e that shocked the country and led 
to a direct confrontation of Misslssipp 
‘justice” by the Federal Bureau of In­ 
vestigation has been twisted into a scuf­ 
fle over legal technicalities. 


The very fact FBI agents entered the 
state to try to bring justice to bear where 
there was no local will to do anything 
is regarded by Mississippians as a more 
heinous crime than homicide. 


“ If a house be divided against itself, 
that house cannot stand.” 
How long can some areas in some states 
of this Union persist in enforcing two 
standards of citizenship—one for the local 
in-group, another for the out-group? 
How will the United States ultimately 
cope with the irreconcilability of those 
Southerners who will not yield their posi­ 
tion cm states' rights- who have gone be­ 
yond the technical issue and made the 
commission of violent crime, itself, a 
state’s right? 
The Constitution of the United States 
applies to all citizens. No exceptions are 
made for Negroes, students from other 
parts of the country, or Jews from New 
York City. 


Tragically, no one is incredulous be­ 
cause of what has happened in Mississippi. 
No one really expected anything except 
the ultimate release of the defendants in 
the Mississippi civil rights case. Missisip- 
pi lives outside the law in these m atters. 


Carthage Must Not Be Destroyed 


It is most unlikely Carthage College in 
southwestern Illinois, offered for sale at 
a bargain price of $1.5 million, will be 
snapped up. 
It’s too cheap. It isn’t in an urban cen­ 
ter. Its buildings are old. Even in its palm­ 
iest days, if It had any, Carthage College 
wasn’t strong on science 
Its graduates 
probably were checked out more thor 
oughly on ethics than higher mathem at­ 
ics. Carthage was long on the arts, short 
on vocational training. 
Anyway, the college itself—the students 
and teachers—have moved to Kenosha, 
Wi s , so there is no reason to save dear 
old C.G. for its own sake. Yet, it is tempt­ 
ing to think about saving it for a kind of 
education headed for extinction. 
In this kind of education, the students 
showed up because they wanted to learn. 
They never had heard of scholarships. 
Most of them worked their way; there 
was time for that sort of thing then. 


TV v were buying terminal education 


with their own time and their own mon­ 
ey. They were buying education not for 


its own sake but for the sake of them­ 


selves and their fellowmen. They 
were 
striving for personal and group improve­ 
ment, not social status, not higher start­ 
ing salaries, not federal research grants. 


They 
droned 
through 
courses 
that 
wouldn't add a jot or tittle to their worldly 
goods. They set at the feet of teachers 
who often had little to commend them but 
their own integrity and dedication. They 
lived to learn. 
And they learned to live, play and work 
in an academic environment that at best 
was bucolic and the rest of the time was 
just fresh-waterish and cow-pastiffish. 
If a fellow had $1.5 million and plenty 
more where that came from, it would be 
fun to buy Carthage College and go on 
an old-fashioned academic binge. 


The Nursing Home Issue 


Every Ohioan worrying about the high 
cost of hospital care has taken the first 
step toward understanding the issue about 
state regulation of nursing home care. 
Nursing homes serve people who cannot 
afford to stay in hospitals—people who 
cannot afford the standard of care hos­ 
pitals are required to meet. 
These are the aged, the cronlc care 
cases and patients undergoing prolonged 
periods of convalescence. They require 
varying degrees of nursing care. Many 
need only a place to stay. 
This kind of care is not covered by 
hospitalization insurance. Nursing homes

Nursing home care would be 
covered under the ‘‘Medicare'’ proposal 
debated in the 88th Congress. But at pres­ 
ent, nursing home patients are not re­ 
garded as hospital patients. 
Except for other benefits paid to some 
nursing home patients, the patients’ care 
must either be paid for by themselves or 
their families. It is of the utmost neces­ 
sity that care should be available in 
a range of prices suited to the means of 
those who must pay for It, 
This is the issue about state regulation 
—whether regulations to be enforced by 
the Ohio Health Department would price 
some nursing homes out of business by 
hoisting costs beyond the reach of their 
patients. 
Those who have been fighting the pro­ 
posed regulations on this ground have lost 
their court fight against enforcement of 
the regulations. 
Thev are not fighting against physical 
security for their patients. They are fight­ 
ing a skirmish in practical economics. 
It is too bad the care of the aged, the 
chronically ill and the convalescent must 
be thought of in terms of dollars and 
cents, but that's how it is. 
If state regulation price some of Ohio's 
good nursing homes out of business, in 
the name of stricter state regulation, 
what will have been gained?

During the good-natured con­

A FEW DAYS later Cordiner 
wrote to Dubinsky: 
“ I too enjoyed the visit with 
you and was pleased to learn 
that the GE personal TV re­ 
ceiver is performing satisfac­ 
torily.

sense was that GE men in all 
areas of the organization could 
make such a fine joint contri­

has just told 
the American 
people to take

at what's happening in many of

country. 
Speaking in New York City 
over the weekend before the 
Pennsylvania 
S o c i ety, Mr. 
Hoover 
stated that foremost 
among the programs and activ­ 
ities currently 
being directed 
against the young people of the 
United States is “ a new Com­ 
munist - oriented youth organ 
ization, 
the 
Dubois Clubs of 
America, 
which was founded 
last June at a special meeting 
in California dominated 
a n d 
controlled by the Communists.” 
He described it as “a contin­ 
uation of the campus * speech 
program which has confribu’ed 
so successfully to the Commun­ 
ist party's efforts to reach the 
student bodies of American col­ 
leges and universities.” 


THE DIRECTOR of the FBI 
said that the Communist party 
in this country “ is not simply 
Un-American — it is Anti-Amer­ 
ican in every conflict of issues 
between Washington and Mos­ 
cow," and its members are “not 
simply pro - Soviet — they are 
deliberately and intentionally an 
active part of the inflexible So­ 
viet empire.” He added: 
“ Today, 
these 
rabid 
emis­ 
saries of Red fascism are en­ 
gaged in an intensive campaign 
to subvert the minds and w in 
the support of American youth.” 
Mr. Hoover asked a signif­ 
icant question as follows: 
“ Why are communist spokes­ 
men so anxious to appear on 
college campuses, yet so tight­ 
lipped before grand juries, com­ 
mittees of Congress and in our 
courts of law? Why do glib- 
tongued party members sudden­ 
ly lose their voices when placed 
under 
oath? The 
answer is. 
They are afraid of the truth — 
just as they fear decency a n d 
justice and God! 
“ Let me repeat what I have 
said before: We are at war with 
the Communists and the sooner 
every 
red - blooded 
American 
realizes this the safer we will 
be.” 
The head of the FBI last 
March 
warned 
college presi­ 
dents throughout the country of 
“ an 
organized 
attempt 
by 
foreign money to disrupt t h e 
universities of America” by the 
use of “ bogus students a n d 
bogus faculty m embers.” 


IN AN INTERVIEW in U. S. 
News 
World Report this week, 
Mr. Hoover says: 
“ I have taken the position that 
it is unfortunate that some col­ 


leges in this country have pro­ 
vided 
avowed Communists— 
some of whom have been con­ 
victed and have served time in 
the penitentiary, such as G u s 
Hall, general secretary of 
the 
Communist party in the United 
States — a platform from which 
to espouse their godless ideol­ 
ogy of chicanery, deceit a n d 
treachery.” 
Mr, Hoover in his speech last 
Saturday night did not confine 
himself solely to Communist ac­ 
tivity on tile college campuses. 
He dealt with the Communist 
parv’s attem pt o infilrate he 
civil rights movement in Amer­ 
ica. He said: 
“ Nowhere have the devious 
tactics of the Communist party 
been more 
forcefully demon­ 
strated than in the party's ef­ 
forts to drive a wide breach of 
racial misunderstanding in this 
country and to capitalize upon 
areas of dissension and unrest. 
"Let me emphasize that t h e 
American civil rights movement 
is not, and has never been, 
dominated by the Communists 
— because the overwhelming 
majority of civil rights leaders 
in this country, both Negro and 
white, have recognize and re­ 
jected Communism as a men­ 
ace to the freedoms of all. 
“ But there are notable excep­ 
tions — dangerous opportunists 
and morally corrupt charlatans 
who would form an alliance with 
any organization, regardless of 
its nature, to advance their own 
power and prestige. 
“ We must maintain a constant 
vigil against these imposters, as 
well as against other zealots 
who would shortcut the orderly 
processes of government and 
demand a 
mantle of special 
privilege under the law. T he 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
has been the target of both ex­ 
tremes in the civil rights issue, 
and I believe this shows the 
FBI has followed the proper 
course in its handling of this 
most delicate issue. 
“ Let me reaffirm that so long 
as I remain its director, t h e 
FBI will never be intimidated 
by the illogical criticisms a n d 
pressures of those detractors 
who would have us exceed .some 
areas of our authority a n d 
grossly neglect others. We will 
continue to carry out every as­ 
signed duty fchoroughh. prompt­ 
ly, impartially and without apol­ 
ogy to anyone.” 


MR. 
HOOVER 
had some 
sharp Words for the Ku Klux 
Klan and for the activities of 
other racist groups. He deplored 
the fad that, when nine m e n 
were brought to trial in a state 
court in Mississippi following a 
series of racial bombings, they 
were 
“given 
suspended sen­ 
tences and released on proba­ 
tion.” He characterized this as 
“ blindness and indifference to 
outrageous 
acts of violence” 
which encourage others to defy 
the law. 
The director of the FBI has in 
recent months become one of 
the most articulate public offi­ 
cials. and apparently is not will­ 
ing to let the attacks on t h e 
FBI by various pressure groups 
go unanswered.
